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Continuation of 13. Other: Applicants were informed in a telephone conversation on September 23, 2010 that the subject matter of claim 8 
as originally filed is allowable and that amending claim 8 and the other independent claims to reflect this subject matter would likely render 
them allowable. Applicants claim they made the appropriate amendment. See Response filed September 28, 201 0. The amendment, 
however, does much more than merely place the subject matter of original claim 8 into the independent claims. Indeed, Applicants added 
subject matter not previously considered. For example, claims 2 and 6 recites a third phase and a first, second and third amplitude, which 
were not considered before. Moreover, claim 24 recites a third ac current, which was not previously claimed or considered. Furthermore, 
claim 25 recites a relationship between phases, amplitudes and frequencies that suggest they could be the same. This limitation was not 
previously claimed and was also not considered.. 
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
